Kansas Dam Rehabilitation Projects

Sponsors in Kansas have built more than 830 flood con-
trol dams since 1948. Kansas has the third largest num-
ber of flood control projects in the United States. Due
to age, sedimentation, or changing conditions, many of
these dams now require rehabilitation. Certain dams
built in rural areas to protect agricultural areas now need
upgrading to protect homes and businesses that have
sprung up in the flood plain. Some dams now have a
higher hazard rating, requiring them to meet more strin-
gent safety requirements.

Meeting current safety standards is part of the reha-
bilitation construction for Dam No. 4-6. The proposed
work on Dam No. 4-6 following the Preferred Alternative
includes: raising and widening the auxiliary spillway,
raising and widening the top of the dam, extending the
principal spillway, replacing the principal spillway riser,
retro fitting a filter diaphragm on the principal spillway,
and replacing the single stage foundation drain with a
two-stage foundation drain.

Bruce Wells, Kansas NRCS Assistant State Conserva-
tionist for Water Resources said, “Having public input
helps us make sure we are doing what the communities
want. This meeting provides the opportunity for the wa-
tershed district and NRCS to explain alternatives iden-
tified, the economic cost and benefits, and acquire com-
ments to incorporate into the decision-making process.”

In 2018-2019, NRCS is also completing dam assess-
ments on 7 additional existing dams in Kansas. These
assessments will be distributed to watershed districts
for evaluation and consideration of requesting rehabili-
tation funds. NRCS can help watershed districts obtain
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Federal cost share assistance to rehabilitate aging dams.
Under new rules, rehabilitation funds can also help pro-
vide new opportunities such as adding municipal and
irrigation water supplies, recreation, and wetland wild-
life enhancement.

Through 2018, 278 federally assisted dams in Kansas
have met their design life. According to Wells, “Limit-
ed funding has been available in the past, but recently,
within the 2018 Farm Bill, there is additional funding to
help watershed districts get needed work done on their
flood control dams. NRCS will be prepared to help wa-
tersheds every way we can as we identify rehabilitation
needs involving federal assisted dams.”

Directive #19-048
Procedures and Guidelines for Valuing Property

This directive is adopted pursuant to the provisions of
K.S.A. 79-505, and shall take effect and be in force from
and after the Director’s approval date for the 2020 valua-
tion year and all subsequent valuation years.

The county appraiser shall follow the policies, proce-
dures, and guidelines set forth in the Division of Proper-
ty Valuation’s specifications, manuals, guides, schedules,
memoranda, regulations, directives, and other instructions,
as promulgated by the Director. See K.S.A. 79-1456; In re
Appeal of the Director of Property Valuation, 14 Kan.App.2d
348, 791 P.2d 1338 (1989), rev. denied 246 Kan. 767 (1990).

If the director of property valuation has developed and
adopted methodologies to value specific types of proper-
ty, the county appraiser is required to follow such meth-
odologies. K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 79-1456(a). The following
guides set forth methodologies to value specific types of
property:

Personal Property Guide

Oil and Gas Appraisal Guide

Grain Elevator Appraisal Guide
Commercial Feedlot Appraisal Guide
Affordable Housing Appraisal Guide

Some guides are revised annually and may set forth
the valuation year (tax year) to which they apply. If a
guide is not revised annually, then the county appraiser
shall utilize the most current version of the guide which
precedes the valuation date. The division of property val-
uation will notify county appraisers of proposed changes
in guides and of the adoption of new or revised guides.

In valuing personal property required to be valued at
fair market value, the county appraiser may deviate from
the values shown in such guides on an individual piece
of personal property for just cause shown and in a man-
ner consistent with achieving fair market value. K.S.A.
2018 Supp. 79-1456(b).
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In valuing real and personal property, the county ap-
praiser shall interpret appraisal and valuation guides in
a manner consistent with statutes. “To be valid, rules or
regulations of an administrative agency must be within
the agency’s statutory authority. Rules or regulations
that go beyond that authority, violate the statute, or are
inconsistent with the agency’s statutory powers are void.
Further, administrative rules and regulations must be
appropriate, reasonable, and consistent with the law.”
In re Tax Appeal of City of Wichita, 277 Kan. 487, 495, 86
P.3d 513 (2004); Wagner v. State of Kansas, et al., 46 Kan.
App.2d 858, 862, 265 P.3d 577 (2011), rev. denied 294 Kan.
948 (2012).

The Orion computer assisted mass appraisal system
is a tool for mass appraisal intended to facilitate perfor-
mance of the three generally accepted appraisal meth-
odologies of the sales comparison approach, the cost ap-
proach, and the income approach when data to perform
each approach is readily available. When using the Orion
computer assisted mass appraisal system for property re-
quired to be valued at fair market value, it is the respon-
sibility of the county appraiser or appraiser’s designee
to consider all applicable valuation methodologies and
any other appropriate factors and then to select the best
indication of fair market value based on appraisal judg-
ment. See K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 79-503a; Uniform Standards
of Professional Appraisal Practice (USPAP). The county
appraiser is expected to follow professionally recognized
methods and techniques in order to maintain a high level
of public trust in the appraisal practice.

Directive #19-051
Uniform Standards of Professional Appraisal Practice

This directive is adopted pursuant to the provisions of
K.S.A.79-505(a) and shall take effect and be in force from
and after the Director’s approval date.

For the 2019 and 2020 valuation years, the county or
district appraiser shall perform all appraisal functions in
conformity with Uniform Standards of Professional Appraisal
Practice (USPAP), 2018-2019 Edition, the Appraisal Stan-
dards Board of The Appraisal Foundation, as required by
K.S.A. 79-505(a)(1) and as further defined herein.

USPAP Standard 5 shall be followed in developing a
mass appraisal for ad valorem taxation purposes. US-
PAP Standard 6 shall be followed in reporting a mass
appraisal for ad valorem taxation purposes. Standards
5 and 6 must also be adhered to in revaluing individu-
al properties that initially have been appraised through
mass appraisal methods and techniques, but whose val-
ue estimates are reexamined and reconsidered as a result
of the hearing and appeals processes. Supporting docu-
mentation must be developed and reported for all model
component overrides and adjustments.
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USPAP Standard 1 shall be followed in developing a
“single real property appraisal” and USPAP Standard 2
shall be followed in reporting the results of a single real
property appraisal. Most properties in Kansas can be val-
ued though the Orion computer assisted mass apprais-
al (CAMA) system; however, some parcels in Kansas
do not lend themselves to mass appraisal methods and
techniques. If a parcel cannot be credibly appraised with
a mass appraisal model (see Standards Rule 5), USPAP
Standards 1 and 2 would apply.

USPAP Standards 3 and 4 shall be followed in devel-
oping and reporting an appraisal review. An appraisal
review is the process of developing an opinion about the
quality of an appraiser’s work that was completed as part
of an appraisal or appraisal review assignment. It is the
responsibility of the county and district appraiser to ana-
lyze all relevant property appraisals provided by a prop-
erty owner during the appeals process. A comparison of
descriptive data, including subject property characteris-
tics and comparable property information between the
mass appraisal and single property appraisal report, and
explanation of the findings, does not constitute a Stan-
dard 3 review.

A county or district appraiser will be required to re-
port the assignment results for a single property that was
appraised as part of a mass appraisal assignment. US-
PAP Advisory Opinion 32 advises however that USPAP
Standards do not address this specific circumstance. The
reporting requirements of STANDARD 2 apply to ap-
praisal assignments developed under STANDARD 1 and
do not apply to mass appraisal assignments prepared
under STANDARD 5. However, the second sentence
of the PREAMBLE states: It is essential that appraisers
develop and communicate their analyses, opinions, and
conclusions to intended users of their services in a man-
ner that is meaningful and not misleading. Additionally,
the ETHICS RULE states an appraiser must not com-
municate assignment results with the intent to mislead
or defraud, and that an appraiser must not use or com-
municate a report that is known by the appraiser to be
misleading or fraudulent. If a Kansas county or district
appraiser communicates mass appraisal results for a sin-
gle property, USPAP requires the communication to be
meaningful and must not be misleading.

The workfile for the mass appraisal assignment shall
contain the information and analyses to support the
valuation models developed for all properties in the ju-
risdiction and provide an understanding of individual
property valuation results. Substantial documentation
and justification shall be provided for model adjustments
and overrides made to individual parcels.

Appraisals developed for ad valorem taxation in Kan-
sas must comply with Kansas law and regulations pro-
mulgated by the director of property valuation. Most
of these requirements do not preclude compliance with
any part of USPAP, but some place specific require-
ments on the scope of work. The director of property
valuation has identified the following assignment ele-
ments that are necessary in Kansas to properly identify
the ad valorem appraisal problem and develop credible

assignment results:
(continued)
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® The purpose of ad valorem taxation is to finance the
taxing districts in Kansas (see K.S.A. 79-1468, K.S.A.
79-1801, K.S.A. 79-1803, and K.S.A. 79-1806). County
or district appraisers are required to develop the ap-
praisal estimates that become the assessments used
by the taxing districts (see K.S.A. 79-5a27, K.S.A.
12-5250, K.S.A. 12-1775, K.S.A. 79-1409, K.S.A. 79-
1411a and K.S.A. 79-1411b). Therefore, county com-
missioners serve as the client and the taxing dis-
tricts are the intended users of the appraisal. This
scope of work compliance requirement applies to
Standards Rule 1-2(a), 2-2(a)(i), 3-2(a), 4-2(a), 5-2(a)
or 6-2(a), as applicable. The definition of intended
user has a specific meaning in USPAP. Parties who
receive a copy of the appraisal as a consequence of
disclosure requirements do not become intended
users of the report. (USPAP Advisory Opinion 36).
Taxpayers and property owners are not intended
users of the appraisal prepared for ad valorem tax-
ation in Kansas unless specifically stated as such in
the appraiser’s Scope of Work document.

e The definition of fair market value for ad valorem
appraisals in Kansas is found in K.S.A 79-503a. This
scope of work compliance requirement applies to
Standards Rule, 1-2(c), 2-2(b)(v), 3-2(c), 5-2(c) or
6-2(e), as applicable.

® The effective appraisal date for all property in Kan-
sas is January 1, as required by K.5.A. 79-1455. This
scope of work compliance requirement applies to
Standards Rule 1-2(d), 2-2(vi), 3-2(d)(ii), 4-2(d),
5-2(d), 6-2(d), as applicable.

* A minimum standardized set of physical property
characteristics has been determined relevant and
necessary for the effective and efficient mass apprais-
al of real property in Kansas, as required by K.S.A.
79-1477. This scope of work compliance requirement
applies to Standards Rule 5-2(e) and 6-2(i).

Kansas laws and regulations which prevent compli-
ance with a part of USPAP may require the appraiser
to invoke The USPAP JURISDICTIONAL EXCEPTION
RULE. Only the part of USPAP negated by law or reg-
ulation becomes void. Law includes constitutions, legis-
lative and court-mandated law, and administrative rules
and ordinances. Regulations include rules or orders
having legal force, issued by an administrative agency,
such as appraisal directives issued by the director. In-
structions from a client do not establish a jurisdictional
exception. Following are jurisdictional exceptions for ad
valorem appraisal assignments which must be disclosed
if invoked by the appraiser (USPAP FAQ 106):

¢ Land devoted to agricultural use in Kansas shall be
appraised at both market value and use value as re-
quired by K.S.A 79-1476. The market value apprais-
al of agricultural land shall follow USPAP rules.
However, the prescribed methods used to develop
use values are a statutory requirement. Use value
appraisal estimates shall be utilized for ad valorem
taxation of agricultural land. The requirement to
value agricultural land by use value for assessment
purposes is a jurisdictional exception.
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e Kansas statutes require the following subclasses of
tangible personal property to be appraised at fair
market value: manufactured homes, oil and gas in-
terest, material and equipment used in operating
oil and gas wells, tax roll motor vehicles (with a
24M tag), trailers (non-business use), commercial
and industrial machinery and equipment no lon-
ger being used in the production of income, and
other personal property not elsewhere classified
(such as aircraft, hot air balloons, golf carts, snow-
mobiles, watercraft and boat trailers). The county
or district appraiser may choose from one of two
options to develop and report the appraisal of such
property:

o The appraisal methodologies developed and ad-
opted by the Division of Property Valuation and
published in appraisal guides shall be followed
by the county appraiser. (see K.S.A. 79-1412a
sixth, K.5.A. 79-1412(b), K.S.A. 79-1456.

> County or district appraisers may deviate from
the guides on an individual property. Single
property appraisals shall be developed by fol-
lowing USPAP Standard 7 and reported under
requirements of USPAP Standard 8 (see K.S.A.
79-1456(Db).

® The valuation of non-exempt commercial and in-
dustrial machinery and equipment (class 2, sub-
class 5) and certain motor vehicles is prescribed by
statute (K.S.A. 79-5105a and amendments thereto).
These valuation methods are based upon a mathe-
matical formula and the director of property valu-
ation invokes a jurisdictional exception to USPAP.

Executive Order No. 19-04
Establishing the Governor’s Military Council

WHEREAS, active duty, Reserve, and National Guard
military units in Kansas contribute to peace for the state,
nation, and world;

WHEREAS, military activities in Kansas provide thou-
sands of jobs and more than $10 billion annually for the
Kansas economy;

WHEREAS, men and women in the military, and their
families, contribute to the well-being of their communi-
ties and are important assets to our state;

WHEREAS, preserving military and related jobs benefits
Kansas families and the Kansas economy;

WHEREAS, the State of Kansas desires to strengthen and
expand military facilities;

WHEREAS, the State of Kansas supports and appreci-
ates the men and women who serve our nation;

WHEREAS, Governor Bill Graves established the Gover-
nor’s Military Affairs Coordinating Council by Executive
Order 98-5 on July 2, 1998, and the Council was to expire
on May 1, 2000;

(continued)
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WHEREAS, Governor Graves issued three subsequent
executive orders extending the Governor’s Military Af-
fairs Coordinating Council, and Governor Sebelius and
Governor Brownback followed suit, issuing executive or-
ders extending the Council’s charge and renaming it the
Governor’s Military Council.

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority vested in
me as Governor of the State of Kansas, I hereby incorpo-
rate by reference Executive Orders 98-5, 00-06, 02-05, 03-
06, 05-01, 06-02 and 07-05 and continue the Governor’s
Military Council (“Council”) until May 1, 2021, unless
rescinded earlier or lengthened by executive order, with
the following, procedures, purposes, and charges, which
supersede any contradictory provisions in the executive
orders named above:

1. The Council shall be composed of no more than
eighteen members appointed by the Governor. The
Governor will serve as the Chair of the Governor’s
Military Council and may designate other officers
as deemed appropriate. The Lieutenant Governor
will serve as the Vice Chair of the Governor’s Mili-
tary Council. Federal and state legislators, represen-
tatives of Kansas State University, the University of
Kansas, and Wichita State University, and Base/Post
Commanders may serve as ex-officio members of
the Council.

2. Members of the Council shall serve at the pleasure
of the Governor and the Council shall meet upon
the call of the chair as necessary to carry out the du-
ties outlined in this order.

3. Members of the Council shall receive no compen-
sation, subsistence allowance, mileage or expense
reimbursements from the State of Kansas. Officers
or employees of state agencies who are appointed
to the Council as part of their duties shall be autho-
rized to participate on the Council and may claim
subsistence, allowance, mileage or associated ex-
penses as permitted by law.

4. The Council’s duty will be to initiate, act upon, and
consider all necessary strategies to

a. Optimize the military presence in Kansas, in-
cluding recruitment and retention of new mis-
sions and force structure;

b. Actively foster close, effective cooperation
among the installations and public and private
sectors throughout the State;

c. Pursue initiatives to enhance the quality of life
for our servicemen and women, veterans, and
their families;

d. Promote Kansas as a desired location for all De-
partment of Defense retirees and separating ser-
vicemembers;

e. Explore and develop outreach opportunities for
individuals discharging or retiring from military
service to use their talents and skills in the Kan-
sas workforce;

f. Assist in the transfer of technology between the
military and the private sector to enhance Kan-
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sas’s competitive advantages in both the national
and global markets; and

g. Assist in the development, coordination, and
execution of strategy required by any future
change in missions proposed by the Department
of Defense.

This document shall be filed with the Secretary of State
as Executive Order No. 19-04. It shall become effective
immediately and remain in force until May 1, 2021.

Executive Order No. 19-05
Conditional and Temporary Relief from
Certain Motor Carrier Rules and Regulations

WHEREAS, K.S.A. 48-925(b) provides that the Governor
may issue orders and proclamations which shall have the
force and effect of law under subsection (b) of K.S.A. 48-
924: and

WHEREAS, on March 15, 2019, I declared a state of di-
saster emergency in Doniphan County due to flooding,
which has also affected neighboring states and is most
pronounced in Nebraska, causing widespread damage
and disruption; and

WHEREAS, on the 19th day of March 2019, the Regional
Field Administrators for the Midwestern, Southern, and
Western Service Centers of the Federal Motor Carrier
Safety Administration (FMCSA) declared that an emer-
gency exists that warrants the issuance of a Regional
Emergency Declaration and an exemption from Parts 390
through 399 of the Federal Motor Carrier Safety Regula-
tions; and

WHEREAS, this disaster has caused an interruption in
the operation and delivery of essential services and sup-
plies, destroyed crucial infrastructure, threatens physical
harm, and endangers the public welfare; and

WHEREAS, these conditions require the operation of mo-
tor carriers and drivers of commercial motor vehicles for
the purposes of providing direct assistance to supplement
local, state, and federal efforts in relief and restoration ef-
forts in the affected areas in the States of Arkansas, Illinois,
Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Minnesota, Mississip-
pi, Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, Oklahoma, South Dakota,
Tennessee, West Virginia and Wisconsin.

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority vested in
me as Governor of the State of Kansas, I hereby acknowl-
edge a state of emergency exists in Arkansas, Illinois,
Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Minnesota, Missis-
sippi, Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, Oklahoma, South Dako-
ta, Tennessee, West Virginia and Wisconsin and declare
it necessary to assist and expedite all disaster recovery
efforts. In order to accommodate this need and to pro-
vide assistance to the citizens of Arkansas, Illinois, Iowa,
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Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Minnesota, Mississippi,
Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, Oklahoma, South Dakota,
Tennessee, West Virginia and Wisconsin in this emergen-
cy situation, I hereby order the following:

1. This declaration only applies to motor carriers and
persons operating commercial motor vehicles direct-
ly participating in the relief and restoration effort.

2. In accordance with the FSCMSA’s declaration un-
der Title 49 C.F.R. § 390.23, Title 49 C.F.R § 390-399
are hereby suspended through the duration of the
assistance provided by the motor carrier or person
operating commercial motor vehicle assistance in
the disaster relief effort not to exceed a period of
thirty (30) days from the date of the initial declara-
tion unless the order is rescinded or amended by
further executive order.

3. All other applicable state and federal regulations
shall apply including but not limited to: Title 49
C.EF.R. Part 382, Controlled Substances and Alcohol
Use and Testing; the Kansas Motor Vehicle Driver’s
License Act, K.S.A. 8-234 et. seq. and Title 49 C.F.R.
Part 383 Commercial Driver’s License Standards as
adopted by the Kansas Uniform Commercial Driv-
ers’ License Act, K.S.A. 8-2,125 et. seq., the federal
Minimum Levels of Financial Responsibility (insur-
ance requirements) Title 49 C.F.R. Part 387 as adopt-
ed by K.A.R. 82-4-3n and state insurance require-
ments as provided in K.A.R. 82-4-23; and, adherence
to the regulations governing the Transportation of
Hazardous Materials as provided Title 49 C.E.R. 397
and adopted by K.A.R.82-4-3k and Parts: 107, 171-
173,177,178 and 180 as adopted by K.A.R.82-4-20.

4. The licensing, certification, and permitting rules
and regulations as required by the Kansas Corpora-
tion Commission are temporarily suspended.

5. The registration and fuel tax permits as enforced by
the Kansas Department of Revenue are temporarily
suspended.

6. Participating motor carriers or persons operating
commercial motor vehicles bringing foliage for live-
stock are limited to a load that does not exceed 12
feet in width and does not exceed a height of 14 feet,
six inches.

7. Motor carriers or persons operating commercial
motor vehicles participating in restoration and relief
efforts must still obtain the requisite over dimen-
sion/overweight permits as required by the Kansas
Department of Transportation prior to operating;
however, the fees associated with these permits are
temporarily waived.

This document shall be filed with the Secretary of State
as Executive Order No. 19-05 and shall become effective
immediately and continue in effect until 11:59 PM on
April 19, 2019, or until rescinded, whichever occurs first.

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K.A.R. 10-23-1 - Definitions. This is a new regula-
tion that defines the following terms: “Director”; “KBI”;
“Law enforcement agency”; “Repository”; and “Seizing
agency.” These definitions serve to assist in understand-
ing the terms as they are used in K.A.R. 10-23-2 through

10-23-6. This regulation will have no economic impact.

K.A.R. 10-23-2 — Accuracy and completeness; dupli-
cate reporting prohibited. This is a new regulation that
requires law enforcement agencies to submit accurate,
complete, and non-duplicative information to the asset
seizure and forfeiture repository maintained at the KBL
This regulation will have no economic impact.

K.A.R. 10-23-3 — Means of reporting. This is a new reg-
ulation that identifies how information can be submitted
to the asset seizure and forfeiture repository maintained
at the KBI. The means of reporting include electronically
or by paper on a form approved by the KBI director. This
regulation will have no economic impact, as its purpose
is merely to describe how information is submitted.

K.AR. 10-23-4 — Seizure for forfeiture report. This is a
new regulation describing what actions the KBI will take
upon receiving a seizure for forfeiture report from a seiz-
ing agency. The regulation specifies that if the report re-
quires any changes, an amended report shall be submitted
to the KBI within 30 calendar days of the date on which
repository staff requested an amended report. This regula-
tion is not anticipated to have any economic impact.

K.A.R. 10-23-5 — Forfeiture fund report. This is a new
regulation describing what actions the KBI will take upon
receiving a forfeiture fund report. The regulation specifies
that if the report requires any changes, an amended report
shall be submitted to the KBI within 30 calendar days of
repository staff’s request for an amended report. The reg-
ulation also requires law enforcement agencies to report
to the KBI even if the agencies had zero seizures for forfei-
ture during the preceding calendar year. Lastly, the reg-
ulation describes a request to complete a forfeiture fund
report which will be sent to law enforcement agencies that
have not met the deadline for submitting forfeiture fund
reports or for verifying zero seizures. This regulation is
not anticipated to have any economic impact.

K.A.R. 10-23-6 — Point of contact. This is a new reg-
ulation requiring law enforcement agencies submitting
forfeiture fund reports to provide updated contact infor-
mation to the KBI asset seizure and forfeiture repository.
This regulation will have no economic impact.

Article 401.—NORTHEAST GAMING ZONE

111-401-15. Definitions. The following definitions,
when used in the Northeast Kansas Lottery Gaming
Zone and pertaining to the game of Texas Hold’em Pok-
er, shall have the following meanings unless the context
clearly indicates otherwise:

(a) “All in” means when a player who has no funds re-
maining on the poker table to continue betting in a round
of play still retains the right to contend for that portion
of the pot in which the player has already placed a bet.

(b) “Ante” means a predetermined wager, which a
player may be required to make prior to any cards being
dealt in order to participate in the round of play.

(c) “Bet” or “wager” means an action by which a player
places gaming chips into the pot on any betting round.

(d) “Betting round” means a complete wagering cycle
in a hand of poker.

(e) “Blind bet” means a forced bet that only players sit-
ting in specific betting positions at the poker table shall
be required to place prior to looking at any cards.

(f) “Burn a card” means to remove a card from the top
of a deck, which is discarded face down, which card is
not in play and the identity of which remains unknown.

(g) “Button” or “dealer button” means an object, which
is moved clockwise around the table after each hand is
complete to denote an imaginary dealer and thereby de-
termine the betting and dealing sequence.

(h) “Call” means a wager made in an amount equal to
the immediately preceding wager.
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(i) “Check” means when a player waives the right to
initiate the betting in a betting round but retains the right
to act if another player initiates the betting.

(j) “Collection” means another name for the rake collect-
ed by the house, which may be a specified amount charged
to each player or as a percentage of the pot for each hand.

(k) “Community cards” means cards which are dealt
face upward and which can be used by all players to
form their best hand.

() “Cut” means to divide a deck of playing cards into
two parts in order to change the order of the cards with-
out revealing the identity of any cards in the deck.

(m) “Deck” means a standard collection of 52 playing
cards with the following 13 cards in each of four suits: 2,
3,4,5,6,7,8,9, 10, jack, queen, king, and ace.

(n) “Face card” is a king, queen, or jack.

(o) “Flop” means the first three community cards dealt
during a hand.

(p) “Fold” means the withdrawal of a player from a
round of play by discarding his hand of cards during a
betting round and refusing to equal a wager.

(q) “Forced bet” means a wager, which is required to
start the wagering on the first betting round.

(r) “Hand” means one of two things, depending upon
the context in which the term is used:

(1) the cards available to a player to use; or

(2) a complete round of play from the first ante or blind
bet until the pot is awarded to a player.

(s) “Hole cards” means any cards dealt to a player face
down, which are also “pocket cards,” “in the hole,” or
“in the pocket.”

(t) “Kill” means when one player wins the entire quali-
fying pot in two (2) consecutive rounds of play at a gam-
ing table where kills are allowed.

(u) “Opening bet” means the first bet by each player in
a round of play.

(v) “Pot” or “kitty” means the amount that is awarded
to the winning player or players at the conclusion of a
round of play and is equal to the total amount wagered
by the players during the round of play minus any rake.

(w) “Raise” means a bet in an amount greater than the
immediately preceding bet in that betting round.

(x) “Rake” means the amount of gaming chips collect-
ed on each hand by the dealer representing the prede-
termined amount to be included in net gaming revenue.

(y) “Round of plays” means the process by which cards
are dealt, bets are placed and the winner of the pot is deter-
mined and paid in accordance with the rules of this game.

(z) “Suit” means one of the following four categories of
cards: diamonds, spades, clubs, or hearts.

(aa) “Table stakes” means the gaming chips on the ta-
ble, which are in play.

(bb) “Up-cards” means any card dealt face up to a
player or as community cards. (Authorized by K.S.A.
74-8710 and 74-8748; implementing K.S.A. 74-8710; effec-
tive, T-111-2-9-12, Dec. 14, 2011; amended, T-111-3-8-19,
Feb. 13, 2019.)

111-401-17. Wagers. (a) Only players who are seated
at the poker table shall be permitted to receive cards and
participate in each betting round.

(b) Depending upon the predetermined option for the
poker game being dealt, a player may be required to:
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(1) Place a predetermined ante prior to receiving any
cards; or

(2) Place a predetermined blind bet prior to receiving
any cards.

(c) A player may only participate in the wagering
during a round of play with the table stakes, which were
already placed on the poker table in front of that player
when the round of play commenced.

(d) A player may only add to his or her gaming chips
between rounds of play and may not remove any of his
gaming chips from the poker table at any time during
ongoing play.

(e) A player who depletes his or her gaming chips on
the poker table prior to the completion of a round of play
shall be deemed to be “all-in.”

(f) An “all-in” player shall retain financial interest in
the outcome of the round of play, but shall only be eligi-
ble to win the amount of the pot to which he contributed.

(g) An “all-in” player shall continue to receive any
cards to which he would normally be entitled.

(h) Betting shall continue unimpeded among the other
players by generating a separate secondary pot that only
those active players shall be eligible to win.

(i) Unless otherwise determined by the poker supervi-
sor or higher ranking casino official, a verbal statement
of “fold”, “check”, “call”, “raise”, or an announcement
of a specific size wager by a player, assuming it is within
the rules herein and the minimum and maximum wager
limits for the poker table, is binding on the player if it is
that player’s turn to act. If a player verbally acts out of
turn the action verbally stated by the player is binding
unless otherwise determined by the poker supervisor or
higher ranking casino official.

(j) A player who announces a bet or raise of a certain
amount but places a different amount of gaming chips in
the pot shall be required to correct his or her bet or raise
to the announced amount in accordance with the instruc-
tions of the dealer.

(k) A player shall be considered to have placed a wager
if the player:

(1) Pushes or otherwise moves gaming chips forward
to indicate the intent of placing a wager;

(2) Releases gaming chips into the pot; or

(3) Releases gaming chips at a sufficient distance from
the player and towards the pot to make it obvious that it
is intended as a wager.

() A player shall not be permitted to make a wager and
thereafter attempt to increase the amount of that wager.

(m) If the player wishes to add additional gaming chips
to a wager, the player must indicate at the time the wager
is being made that the wager is not yet complete.

(n) A player who puts the proper amount of gaming
chips into the pot to call a wager, without indicating his
or her intention to raise, may not thereafter raise the pre-
vious wager.

(0) No player may touch any of the gaming chips once
placed into the pot until a decision on the hand has been
made.

(p) Unless a raise has been verbally announced by that
player, a player who puts into the pot a single gaming
chip that is larger than required is assumed to have onl

(continued)
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called the preceding wager and to be awaiting change
from the dealer.

(q) Unless specifically posted at the gaming table to
the contrary, a player shall be permitted to raise after the
player has previously checked in a betting round.

(r) If a gaming table is posted with a sign allowing
kills and a player at the table scores a kill, wagering lim-
its shall be doubled for all subsequent rounds of play at
that table until a different player wins a qualifying pot.
Whether to allow or not allow kills at a table shall be in
the sole discretion of the casino. (Authorized by K.S.A.
74-8710 and 74-8748; implementing K.S.A. 74-8710; effec-
tive, T-111-2-9-12, Dec. 14, 2011; amended T-111-3-8-19,
Feb. 13, 2019.)

111-401-35. Method of play. The Hollywood Casino
at Kansas Speedway may designate certain poker games
to participate in the Bad Beat Jackpot. The jackpot will be
funded from each pot reaching a minimum of $20. When
the pot for a game reaches $20, $1 is placed in the Bad
Beat drop box (a box located at each game table designat-
ed for the receipt of chips or cash). The contents of each
Bad Beat drop box will be taken to the count room during
the regular table games drop (the removal of chips and
money from the gaming tables). The contents of each Bad
Beat drop box will be counted daily and the amount will
be added to the existing Bad Beat jackpot amount by a
poker supervisor. The following additional rules shall
apply to the Bad Beat jackpot:

(@) A minimum of $20 (including pot money and rake)
must be in the pot for that hand in order for the hand to
qualify for the Bad Beat jackpot.

(b) All Bad Beat funds collected will be credited to the
“primary fund,” “secondary fund,” “tertiary fund,” and
“promotional fund” according to the following percent-
ages:

(1) Three percent (3%) shall be credited to the primary
fund;

(2) one percent (1%) to the secondary fund:

(3) one percent (1%) to the tertiary fund; and,

(4) ninety-five percent (95%) to the promotional fund.

(c) The primary fund shall be used to pay winners of
the Bad Beat jackpot as set forth in these rules.

(d) The secondary fund shall be transferred to the pri-
mary fund after a Bad Beat jackpot has been paid.

(e) The tertiary fund shall be transferred to the second-
ary fund after the secondary fund has been transferred to
the primary fund.

(f) The promotional fund will be used to pay for promo-
tional and marketing activities related to the game of pok-
er, including but not necessarily limited to free giveaways,
no entry fee tournaments, food and beverages, and other
poker player related activities offered from time to time by
the Hollywood Casino at Kansas Speedway.

(g) Distribution of the Bad Beat Jackpot shall be as fol-
lows:

(1) Fifty percent (or equal portions of fifty percent if
more than one player is holding a qualifying Bad Beat
hand) of the Bad Beat jackpot total for the game in which
the Bad Beat occurred will be given to the holder(s) of the
Bad Beat (losing) hand.

(2) Twenty-five percent (or equal portions of twenty-
five percent if more than one player is holding the win-
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ning hand) of the Bad Beat jackpot total in which the Bad
Beat occurred will be given to the holder(s) of the win-
ning hand.

(3) The remaining twenty-five percent of the Bad Beat
jackpot for the game in which the Bad Beat occurred will
be split among the remaining players at the table who
were dealt a hand in that game.

(4) All payouts will be rounded up to the nearest dol-
lar, adjusting the remaining jackpot balance accordingly.

(h) A minimum of four players must be dealt in a hand
in order for the hand to qualify for the Bad Beat jackpot.

(i) Bad Beat money will not be taken from a game in
which fewer than four players are dealt cards.

(j) Should there be a deviation (for example a misdeal,
a missing card, two cards of the same rank and suit, extra
cards, cheating) the jackpot may be declared null and void
by the poker supervisor or higher ranking casino official.
(Authorized by K.S.A. 74-8710 and 74-8748; implement-
ing K.S.A. 74-8710; effective, T-111-2-9-12, Dec. 14, 2011;
amended, T-111-2-11-16, Jan. 13, 2016; amended, T-111-4-

Article 7.—KANSAS-ONLY ONLINE GAMES

111-7-276. Keno Triple Double promotion. (a) The
Kansas Lottery may conduct a Keno promotion entitled
“Keno Triple Double” offering Kansas lottery players the
opportunity to win double and triple the prize amount
won on certain Keno tickets.

(b) There will be seven terms, three for the double prize
amount and four for the triple prize amount, during
which the promotion will be offered in March and April
2019. Double prize amount terms shall be: March 18-19;
March 25-28; and, April 1-6. Triple prize amount terms
shall be: March 17-18; March 19-25; March 28-April 1;
and, April 6-9. The first term of the “Keno Triple Double”
double promotion shall begin on March 18, 2019, at 4:00
a.m. and conclude at 2:52 a.m. on March 19, 2019. The
second term of the “Keno Triple Double” double pro-
motion shall begin on March 25, 2019, at 4:00 a.m. and
conclude at 2:52 a.m. on March 28, 2019. The third term
of the “Keno Triple Double” double promotion shall be-
gin on April 1, 2019, at 4:00 a.m. and conclude at 2:52
a.m. on April 6, 2019. The first term of the “Keno Triple
Double” triple promotion shall begin on March 17, 2019,
at 4:00 a.m. and conclude at 2:52 a.m. on March 18, 2019.
The second term of the “Keno Triple Double” triple pro-
motion shall begin on March 19, 2019, at 4:00 a.m. and
conclude at 2:52 a.m. on March 25, 2019. The third term
of the “Keno Triple Double” triple promotion shall be-
gin on March 28, 2019, at 4:00 a.m. and conclude at 2:52
a.m. on April 1, 2019. The fourth term of the “Keno Triple
Double” triple promotion shall begin on April 6, 2019, at
4:00 a.m. and conclude at 2:52 a.m. on April 9, 2019.
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(c) A qualifying Keno ticket purchased during the
promotion shall be utilized by the player to play a Keno
game at a time that is subsequent to purchase of the tick-
et. Any Keno ticket with multiple draws purchased prior
to the promotion shall not be eligible to win a double or
triple prize in this promotion. Any Keno ticket with mul-
tiple draws purchased before the end of the promotion
with draws after the promotion ended will still be eligi-
ble to win a double or triple prize in this promotion.

On each ticket that wins a double or triple prize
during the promotion, the Lottery terminal shall print a
message on the front of the ticket stating the ticket is a
double or triple prize winner.

(f) Keno tickets that shall be excluded from printing a
qualifying message and winning a double or triple prize
amount during the promotion are: progressive jackpot
game on 6 of 6-spot Keno, progressive jackpot game on 7
of 7-spot Keno, progressive jackpot game on 8 of 8-spot
Keno, 10 of 10-spot Keno.

(g) Any prize amount won on a qualifying double or
triple Keno ticket that is sold during the promotion shall
be double or triple the prize amount normally won for
the game played.

(h) Only Kansas Lottery Keno tickets purchased by a
player during the promotion that contain a qualifying
printed message on the ticket front as specified in subsec-
tion (e) and that are not excluded from the promotion as
provided in these rules shall be eligible to win double or
triple the prize amount won for a qualifying Keno game.

(i) Lottery liability for this promotion is the replace-
ment cost of a purchased ticket only.

(j) Keno tickets sold by lottery retailers that are eligi-
ble to win a double or triple prize amount during this
promotion shall not be eligible to be cancelled after the
ticket is printed by a Kansas lottery retailer. (Authorized
